"Ueujaiuln, " abe ossam- 
ad, meaut Hoaecraua. ' 'Applaoae" moat 
bo the signature of thu sender, and as 
the dispatch waa from WaahiiiKtoii it 
was probably either Liucolii, Istai^tou 
or Halleck. Tbu word "to" taken with 
"Benjamin" must iiiuau "To Kimo- 
crans," and "peremptory" and "or- 
ders" eviduotly must go together. Thu 
word "advanoe" doabtless explained 
tbe two other words. This only left 
"report" and "daily" an words of iiu- 
portunoe. Tbeoe combinations did uot 
aome at once, but after getting theui 
she inferred that Kuaecraaa hod per- 
emptory orders to advaMO Mil wyial 
daily to Wachingtou.
